Trial 


The trial of Clarence Eden 
“Brother Bill" Williams, pastor 
of The Holy Way, a Pahokee 
church, has been delayed. 

Circuit Judge Virginia Broome 
agreed to a delay of the trial 
after Williams’ attorney, Bert 
Winkler, said he was concerned 
Williams was having difficulty 
distinguishing between his 
thoughts and the realities 
around him. 

Judge Broome scheduled a 
competency hearing for Tues- 
day, February 23. 

Williams had asked the judge 
last Wednesday to release him 
on $25,000 bail or on his own 


recognizance, but that request ` 
was denied. 

Williams, charged with three 
counts of sexual activity with a 
child and violation of probation, 
was on probation after pleading 
guilty in April, 1986, to forcing 
a sexual performance by a 
child, and lascivious acts. 

‘The’ 20-year-old victim in the 
newer case said Williams used 
his position and influence as 
leader of the church to force her 
to have sexual intercourse with 
him between October 1987 and 
October 1990. 

The victim allowed the abuse 
to continue for three years and

after the last incident, said 
defense attorney Winkler.

Special census finds 907 more 
people in Belle Glade 


Belle Glade's special census is 
completed and the preliminary 
count shows an increase of 907 
residents. The recount unof- 
ficially stands at 17,084 as 
compared to the 1990 Census 
count of 16,177. 

Although city officials an- 
ticipated an even higher count, 
the estimated $60,000 cost of 
conducting the census appears 
to be well worth the expense. 

Finance Director William 
Underwood estimates the city 
receives $125 per person per 
year in state and federal 
revenue sharing dollars. The 


gain of 907 extra residents 
calculates to about $113,375 
per year until the year 2000. 
City Manager Lomax Har- 
relle said, "The decision to have 
the recount was certainly in the 
best interests of the taxpayer 
for business purposes. We are 
in dire need of any extra 
funding, and the city stands to 
realize approximately $680,000 
total increase. This extra 
funding can make a difference 
in maintaining services now 
provided to our residents." 
Anyone who-has not been 
counted tay main in his 


information to the U.S. Bureau 
of the Census, 

Were You Counted forms 
are available at City Hall, and 
these mail-in forms will be 
accepted by the Bureau of the 
Census until February 25. 

If Belle Glade gets 100 more 
residents to send in their forms, 
this means another $75,000 the 
city would receive for the next 
six years. 

Residents who were not 
counted are urged to come by 
City Hall and fill out the form 
within the next two weeks, 


NAACP protest arrests of 19 for 
voter fraud in September election

Citizens living outside the 
city limits of Belle Glade 
showed up in force at Monday 
night's commission meeting to 
protest the arrest of 19 people 
for voter fraud. 

They say they want the 
housing projects of Palm 
Glades Apartments, 715 Mobile 
Home Park and Okeecobee 
Center annexed into the city so 
they can have the right to vote 
in city elections. 

Spokesman Larry Kon- 
chellah, president of the Glades 
Branch of the NAACP told 
commissioners black citizens 
are "concerned and outraged" 
over how the investigation was 
handled by the Florida Depart- 
ment of Law Enforcement? He 
said he understood Belle Glade 
city employees helped with the 


investigation. 

"We are not satisfied with 
how the investigation was 
conducted," he said. "Many of 
those arrested say they did not» 
know they could not vote in'the 
city election," he added. 

He said the investigation 
targeted black voters unfairly 
and the investigation focused 
on mostly black neighborhoods 
outside the city limits. 


The election investigated was || 


a run-off between Daniel 
Bythwood, current city commis- 
sioner, and challenger Ed Ron- 
gione. Bythwood is black, 
Rongione is white. All of those ` 
arrested were black. 

Bythwood and Rongione tied 
in the Sept. 15 election and 
Commissioner Bythwood won 
the run-off by six votes.

As a young freshman student 
sits in a new class in August 
and look at his course outline, 
he notices some rather interest- 
ing items in the topic listing. 
Leadership skills, marketing, _ 
computer applications, and 
biotechnology-are among the 
many iteins he will study this 
year. $ * 
This student might think, 
"This is not the agriculture 
class that my father told me 
about." That student is abso- 
lutely right, for just as agri- 
culture has changed and is 
changing at a pace that chal- 
lenges any individual, the old 
Vocational-Agriculture Class 
has become Agriscience and 
Technology. 

But amid all these changes 


“are a few things that do not 


change for students taking 
agriculture class and becoming 
active in the FFA Chapter at 
Glades Central Community 
High School. 

The educational sector is 
experiencing very drastic and 
unsettling changes. There is to 
be more emphasis on critical 
thinking, problem solving abil- 
ities and cooperative learning 
in the curriculum. 

Teachers will be challenged to 
find ways to improve the self- 
esteem of students and provide 
new motivations that will 
encourage students to stay in 
school and attend regularly. 

The,teachers over the next 
few,#ears will have to provide 
methods that will help students 
increase test scores and go on 
fo be successful after they 
graduate from high school. 
Students will-have to worry

you feel the state is interfering 


about getting into college and 
paying for their education as 
budget money dries up and 
costs of school increase. 

There is one section of educa- 
tion and one group of students 
who are not as concerned as 
others might be. The studénts 
in agriculture classes and the 
FFA look on these changes and 
wonder what took the rest of 
education so long to realize that 
these things were important. 

Students in agriculture are 
not concerned with learning the 
skills that are on the HSCT 
test, for they can go.into a field 
and determine its area to the 
nearest one-thousandth of an 
acre with nothing more than a 
paper and pencil. 

The students can balance 
feed problems for animals, 
interpret data from market. 
reports, and develop. their 
critical thinking skills by 
judging and evaluating animals 
and parcels of land. The stu- 
dent in today's agriculture class 
investigates the scientific rea- 
sons behind many of the 
marvels of nature first hand 
because of their class and ind- 
ividual projects. 

These students gain a better 
sense of self-worth, and as they 
learn leadership by practicing 
parliamentary procedure and 
speaking skills, they gain confi- 
donce by using these skills in 
competition with other mem- 
bers of the FFA in the county, 
state and nation. 

The students become aware 
of the national and inter- 
national role of American agri- 
culture by attending confer- 
ences and éonventions with 
other agriculture students from 
around the world. The FFA 
provides countless oppor- 
tunities for these students 
through its programs of

One hundred percent of the 
students completing the agri- 
culture program have met the 
Florida Department of Edu- 
cation placement standards. 

Members of the FFA have 
won County, District and 
Regional titles in such areas as 
Public Speaking, Parliamen- 
tary Procedure, Dairy, Horse 
and Livestock Judging, Agri- 
culture Mechanics, and many 
more. 

‘Today we have students who 
compete on the state level in 14 
different proficiency areas. 
These areas include Agriscience 
Student of the Year, Computers 
in Agriculture and State Star

Our students have traveled to 
Washington D.C. to meet with 
congressmen and senators.
